TUNISIA terror attack victim Joel Richards 
will be honoured in his home town with a 
sports hall named after him. 

The 19-year-old, who lived in Wednes- 
bury, died with his uncle Adrian Evans and 
grandfather Patrick Evans at the beach re¬ 
sort of Sousse on June 26. 

Sandwell Council say the sports centre 
is to bear his name when it opens at the 
new £8.1 million leisure centre complex in 
Wednesbury.

A GRANDFATHER was 
pushed to the floor and had a 
knife held against his throat in 
a terrifying robbery which has 
left him afraid to stay at home. 

The frightening attack on Dave 
Perry in his bungalow in Oldbury 
saw the robbers steal with more than 
£5,000 of valuables and family heir¬ 
looms. 

The 61-year-old was pushed to the ground in 
his kitchen and the house was ransacked while 
a blade was held up to him. 

Since the incident, retired construction 
worker and HGV driver Mr Perry has only 
spent one night at home, saying he has strug¬ 
gled to sleep and it has left him ‘unnerved’. 

“I haven’t really slept since the incident,” he 
said. “It’s really unnerved me a lot. 

“I’ve never been like this before - even when 
I’ve been going to the bathroom I’m peeping 
_ around.” 

Mr Perry - who al¬ 
ready had a fractured 
hip before the ordeal 
- had let his eight- 
year-old Staffordshire 
Terrier Oscar back 
into his house when 
J the robbers struck.

I through the back door 
I and one pinned him to 
I the floor while holding 
_ _ , „ a knife, with the other

The pair stole jew¬ 
ellery, his wallet, a mobile phone, tablet com¬ 
puter and drill - totalling between £5,000 and 
£6,000 according to Mr Perry. 

“He just pushed me over in the kitchen,” Mr 
Perry said. 

“He pushed me backwards, put the blade 
against my throat and robbed me. 

“I just said ‘take what you want’ and I was 
trying to stay calm. 

“The guy with the knife was shouting in¬ 
structions to the other guy to just take any¬ 
thing.” 

Among the items stolen were gold rings 
which had been passed down to Mr Perry from 
his granddad through his dad. 

“I said to him that my dad had given that to 
me and asked if I could keep it. But he just said 
‘get that ring off.” 

According to Mr Perry, one of the robbers 
was wearing a blue hoodie with a scarf cover¬ 
ing his face, black gloves and black tracksuit 
bottoms, while the other was wearing a black 
hat, a balaclava and black tracksuit bottoms.

WHERE THE STREET HAS TWO NAMES...

IS it Foley Road or Foley Street? That’s the 
question, and it is one that may have a few 
postmen scratching their heads. 

The puzzling signs are directly opposite 
each other on a narrow Wednesbury street - 
which is actually Foley Street. 

The signs have recently been replaced and 
it seems council workers failed to notice the 
difference between the wording on them. 

And it’s not just the names of the road that 
are wrong - the postcode on the incorrect 
sign, which reads W10 rather than WS10, 
puts the street in west London. 

The gaffe was spotted by Terry Allen, who 
lives on Walsall Road in Wednesbury. 

He said: “They changed the sign a couple 
of weeks ago and I walked past it and thought 
‘this can’t be right’. It is directly opposite one 
that says Foley Street. 

“Apparently if you stand on the Wood

Green Road or Walsall Street you are in Kens¬ 
ington or Chelsea and to the left you are in 
Wednesbury. 

“I don’t know how so many mistakes could 
have been made because someone must have 
ordered one and them someone else has ac¬ 
cepted it when it has arrived. 

“Then the sign guys would have taken 


down a Foley Street sign and replaced it with 
a Foley Road one.” 

Despite the comical nature of the error, Mr 
Allen believes the mix up could cause prob¬ 
lems. 

He said: “If you’re coming from junction 
nine (of the M6) towards Wednesbury you’re 
going to see Foley Road, and if you’re looking 
for Foley Street you are going to think it must 
be close.” 

Heather Knightingale, who stood as a Tory 
candidate for the Wednesbury North ward 
this year, said she was amazed by the error. 

She said: “It is another waste of taxpayers’ 
money, they are going to have to do it again. 

“It’s a shame nobody thought to check it 
before they put it in, especially as it was di¬ 
rectly opposite the other one.” 

No one was available from Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil for comment.

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Passer-by spots 

THE body of a man was pulled from a 
Black Country canal after being seen 
by a passer-by. 

The grim discovery was made in Al¬ 
bion Road, West Bromwich. 

West Midlands Police said the man’s 
death was not being treated as suspi¬ 
cious. 

A police cordon was put up as scenes 
of crime officers carried out an inves¬ 
tigation. 

Experts remained at the scene as the 
body was recovered. 

The area remained sealed off for 
Emergency crews at the scene much of the day as forensics teams con-

tinued their investigations. Davinder 
Singh was in the area at the time. 

He said: “I was trying to go to the 
library but they told me I couldn’t get 
across the road. 

“Someone must have been walking 
past and saw the body.” 

It comes just weeks after a man’s 
body was pulled from a canal in Walsall. 

Police were called to Rushall Canal, 
off Sutton Road, on September 6 near 
to the Longhorn pub and the Co-oper¬ 
ative food shop at the back of Walsall 
Arboretum. That death was also not 
treated as suspicious. 


West Midlands Ambulance Service 
sent two ambulances, a paramedic area 
support officer and Hazardous Area Re¬ 
sponse Team paramedics following the 
999 call in the hope that the man could 
be saved but it quickly became clear 
that he was already dead. 

Spokeswoman Claire Brown said: 
“The trust’s HART paramedics donned 
water rescue gear to help pull the man 
from the water. Sadly it quickly became 
apparent that nothing could be done to 
save the man and he was confirmed 
dead on scene.” 


Watson: I won't say 
sorry on Brittan claim 


DEFIANT Tom Watson sparked 
fury in the Commons after refus¬ 
ing to apologise for allegations 
against the late Leon Brittan - 
amid cries of ‘shame’ and ‘dis¬ 
grace’. 

Prime Minister David Cameron was said 
to be ‘incensed’ by the West Bromwich 
MP’s statement late after earlier saying 
that he should ‘examine his conscience 
about whether he has said enough so far’. 

Mr Watson said all politicians had ‘pre¬ 
sided over a state of affairs where children 
have been abused and then ignored, dis¬ 
missed and then disdained - if anyone de¬ 
serves an apology it is them’. 

The deputy Labour leader was met 
with loud cries of ‘shame’ from the Tory 
benches, which were provoked by Tory 
grandee Sir Nicholas Soames demanding 
an apology to Lord Brittan’s family in a 
point of order. 

Mr Watson said: “I understand MPs feel 
aggrieved Leon Brittan was interviewed by 
the police and they are angry with my use 
of language but when someone is accused 
of multiple sexual crimes by numerous 
completely unrelated sources the police 
have a duty to investigate, no matter who 
it is. 

Famous 

“It is not for me to judge the validity of 
these claims but I believe I was right to 
demand the guidelines were adhered to. 
Many victims have been too terrified to 
speak out for too long. It’s not all over just 
because a few famous people have gone to 
prison. It hasn’t all got out of hand just be¬ 
cause people in high places are scared. The 
survivors of child abuse have been belittled 
and ridiculed for too long. That’s the real 
scandal.” 

Earlier, Mr Cameron said Mr Watson 
‘has a lot of questions to answer’ over 
his comments about former Conservative 
minister Lord Brittan, whose brother had 
called for an apology. 

Mr Watson insisted it was his duty to 
pass on evidence from those claiming to 
have been abused to the authorities. Sir 
Nicholas said Mr Watson should: “Apolo¬ 
gise for the way in which he has so vilely 
traduced the late Lord Brittan.” 

He dismissed Mr Watson’s comments as 
‘not the apology I was looking for’.

Cost of hoax 
fire calls in 
summer up 
to £11,000 

HOAX calls to the region’s fire service 
over the school summer holiday break 
in the Black Country cost the taxpayer 
more than £11,000 - with the number of 
false alarms up from last year. 

West Midlands Fire Service received 
41 hoax calls in Wolverhampton, Dud¬ 
ley, Sandwell and Walsall this summer, 
with 26 attended by crews, costing an 
estimated £428 per hour. 

There was also a rise in the calls to 
West Midlands Ambulance Service dur¬ 
ing the period - July 24 to August 31 - 
with the team dealing with 70. 

West Midlands Police, however, saw a 
drop in hoax and abandoned calls. The 
emergency services have hit out at the 
rise in calls, saying they disrupt life-sav¬ 
ing services. 

The figures were released under a 
Freedom of Information Act. 

For hoax calls to the fire service, 
Walsall had the most pranksters, with 
14 calls and six attended. In Wolver¬ 
hampton, seven of nine hoaxes were at¬ 
tended, with eight out of 10 attended in 
Sandwell, and five of eight attended in 
Dudley. 

Last year’s summer break saw crews 
receive 38 hoax calls in the Black Coun¬ 
try and 39 in 2013. 

Spokesman Neil Spencer said: “Hoax 
callers who are caught by the police can 
be fined and jailed. They put the lives of 
our fire crews and members of the public 
at risk.” 

West Midlands Ambulance Service re¬ 
ceived 70 calls, up by 12 from last year. 
But this was down from 140 in 2013. 

Bogus plumber 
stole from 0AP 

A THIEF posing as a plumber convinced 
a 96-year-old woman he was investigat¬ 
ing a water leak - before rummaging 
through her bedroom and stealing a 
significant amount of cash and jewellery. 

The callous crook splashed water 
on the bathroom ceiling to support his 
burst pipe story, and while the pen¬ 
sioner ate lunch he rifled through her 
belongings. 

The theft happened on the Char- 
lemont Farm estate in West Bromwich 
on October 7. 

Sandwell Police Chief Inspector Sean 
Phillips, said: “It’s hard to imagine 
someone could be so cruel as to trick 
a 96-year-old woman and rummage 
through her bedroom while she inno¬ 
cently sat downstairs eating lunch. It is 
truly despicable.” 

Man accused of

A MAN has been charged with raping 
and assaulting a staff member at Bir¬ 
mingham’ s City hospital. 

Liam McCarthy, of Phoenix Street, 
West Bromwich, appeared at Birming¬ 
ham Magistrates’ and was referred to 
the city’s cown court on November 19. 
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Tributes to 
soldier as 
killer given 
sentence 

THE family of a soldier killed by a dis¬ 
qualified driver in the Black Country 
have paid a heartfelt tribute to the 
‘amazing, loving young man’. 

Adam Hancox, aged 26, died in¬ 
stantly after Kasim Mohammed 
ploughed through a red light and 
smashed into the side of his car. 

Mohammed, of Bearwood Road, 
Smethwick was jailed for 10 years 
at Wolverhampton Crown Court on 
Tuesday after pleading guilty to caus¬ 
ing death by dangerous driving. He 
will be disqualified from driving for 
seven years following his release and 
will have to take an extended test. 

In a statement Mr Hancox’s family 
said: “No words can ever express our 
sadness and overwhelming grief since 
Adam was tragically and needlessly 
taken from us. Adam was an amaz¬ 
ing, loving young man with so much 
to live for. 

“His untimely death has left a mas¬ 
sive hole in our lives that will never 
be filled.” 

Mr Hancox served with the Royal 
Electrical and Mechanical Engineers 
at the Army Training Centre in Pir- 
bright. He received a funeral with full 
military honours. 

Mohammed, 27, who had been out 
drinking the night before the crash on 
November 23 last year, drove straight 
through a red light at an estimated 
69mph and into the side of Mr Han¬ 
cox’s Ford Ka on the A4123 Wolver¬ 
hampton Road between Bleakhouse 
Road and Clent Road in Oldbury. 

Mohammed fled and then twice re¬ 
fused to provide a specimen of breath. 


Store raiders in 
threats to staff 

STAFF were threatened by three men 
- one armed with a metal bar - who 
raided a supermarket in Oldbury. 

Robbers burst into Morrisons in 
Pottery Road and demanded cash 
from terrified workers just before 
9apm last Wednesday. 

Police said one of the men was 
armed with a metal bar and the crooks 
got away with an unknown amount of 
cash. People were in the store shop¬ 
ping at the time. 

No-one is believed to have been 
hurt. 

Police have launched an investiga¬ 
tion following the raid and have ap¬ 
pealed for anyone with information to 
contact them.

£350111 super hospital taking shape

IT is the most realistic image yet of 
how Sandwell’s new £350 million 
super hospital will look. Covered by 
greenery and surrounded by water, 
this is the vision for the Midland 
Metropolitan Hospital that will take 
shape in Smethwick over the next 
three years. 

Preparations for construction are 
under way after the new glass pan¬ 
elled hospital - which will feature 
670 beds and 150 operating theatres 
- was approved by council bosses last 
month. 

Work is expected to begin in Grove 


Lane in January with the new hospi¬ 
tal due to be up and running by au¬ 
tumn 2018. 

Bosses from the Sandwell and Bir¬ 
mingham NHS Hospitals Trust due to 
sign the contracts with The Hospital 
Company in December before the first 
sod is cut in January. 

The artists’ impressions shows how 
the huge hospital with a stunning 
glass exterior will tower into the sky. 
There is a clear eco-friendly emphasis 
to the make-up of the hospital, with 
trees and shrubbery decorating it 
at every level. A spacious waterside 


walkway for patients and visitors is 
also visible, while the image offers a 
glimpse into how patients and visitors 
will park - beneath the building itself. 
There will be 1,700 spaces available. 

The creation of the Midland Metro¬ 
politan Hospital will bring emergency 
and healthcare services in Sandwell 
onto one location. The modern hos¬ 
pital features a glass roof, floating 
sculptures, futuristic lighting and 
gardens. 

When plans were approved Trust 
chief executive Toby Lewis said it was 
a ‘pivotal moment’. 


£500,000 a year cost 

to run rehab centre 


CASH-STRAPPED Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil is to pay more than £500,000 
after running a drug and alcohol 
rehab centre in West Bromwich for 
just a year. 

After taking over provision of public health 
services from the NHS back in 2013, the coun¬ 
cil became tenants in Metro Court. 

The council wanted to move the services to 
a new location but was unable to do so for 12 
months, running the service out of the building 
from July 2013 to June 2014. 

However, its time in Metro Court was a costly 
one - with a report to the authority’s cabinet 
revealing the council owes NHS Property Ser¬ 
vices £523,386.34 for a year of occupation. 

NHS Property Services said the council was 
its tenant for the year and the £500,000 fee cov¬ 
ered operating costs. Deputy leader Councillor 
Steve Eling said: “We were over a barrel really 
and we had to pay. 

“I think the NHS were pouring money down 
the drain - this shows how much they were 
prepared to shell out. 

“We would never normally enter into a lease 
at that rate but we had to. It’s not the coun¬ 
cil taxpayer who will foot the bill though, as 
it comes from money we have as part of the 
public health transfer.” 

Dispute 

The same services have now been moved to 
the Alberta Building in Oldbury Road, Smeth¬ 
wick. Councillor Eling said: “I would say that 
the services are now in a much better building 
that’s far more cost effective.” 

A cabinet report says the authority is ‘unable 
to dispute the amount of £523,386.34’. It sug¬ 
gests stumping up that fee in order to reduce 
the risk of further costs down the line. 

The report says: “Legal advice supports that 
payment of the undisputed figure £523,386.34, 
which took account of estimated legal costs, 
would reduce the risk of further litigation, in¬ 
terest and legal costs.” 

An NHS Property Services spokesman said: 
“We inherited this building from the former 
Sandwell Primary Care Trust. Drug and al¬ 
cohol services transferred from the former 
PCT to Sandwell Council as part of the Public 
Health transfer of services. 

“This meant that the council-run service be¬ 
came our tenants and we operated in the usual 
way to charge only for the recovery of operating 
costs - we do not make a profit.”

What 
level of force is considered appropriate 
against elderly pip-droppers who decline 
to be interviewed separately? At what 
stage do the officials send for armed back¬ 
up and start pepper-spraying or tasering 
them? Seriously, I’d like to know. I have an 
orange pip to dispose of.

School bounces back to good form 


LEADERS at a school which plunged 
into special measures last year say 
they are focusing on a bright future 
after being rated as good in all areas. 

Rood End Primary School in Old¬ 
bury was given the lowest possible 
ranking of inadequate in 2014 after 
concerns were raised about teaching, 
pupil achievement and attendance. 

But the school, in Rood End Road, 
has bounced back from the blow, re¬ 


turning to the good status it previ¬ 
ously held. The report said teaching 
had improved ‘considerably’ since 
the last inspection and that the 
headteacher and senior leaders were 
‘determined and persistent in their 
drive to improve the school’. 

Headteacher Barabara Carter said: 
“We are delighted with the report. 
It really reflects the hard work and 
commitment of our staff. 


“Every teacher, whatever their 
level, has played a huge part, they 
are really committed to doing their 
best for the children. 

“There is a determination to en¬ 
sure they are all successful and make 
progress.” 

Just 12 months earlier Rood 
End entered special measures after 
inspectors found that children’s 
standards in Key Stage 1 and 2 were 


‘consistently low’ compared to the 
national average, while attendance 
was also below average. 

Mrs Carter insisted the school had 
not altered its approach and was con¬ 
fident it was doing the right things. 

She said the school was faced with 
challenges that many others are not, 
such as having children that speak 
35 different languages and a high 
number of pupils with disabilities. 


Knotweed killings were 
unforeseen says report

THE death of a woman, killed 
by her husband before he 
committed suicide over Jap¬ 
anese knotweed fears could 
not have been prevented, 
says a council report. 

Sandwell Council launched an in¬ 
vestigation following the deaths of 
Kenneth McRae and his wife Jane in 
Rowley Regis in 2013 to see whether 
support workers should have inter¬ 
vened beforehand. 

However, the Safer Sandwell Part¬ 
nership decided that no lessons could 
be learned from the incident and that 
there was no evidence to suggest 
there had previously been violence in 
the home on Bryan Budd Close. 

The couple were found dead in July 
2013 after Mr McRae’s colleagues 
raised fears they had not heard from 
him. Lab technician Mr McRae, aged 
52, was found on the first floor, his 
wrists and throat having been cut, 
and Mrs McRae was found in bed on 
the second floor with head injuries. 

Perfume 

An inquest last year ruled Mr 
McRae killed his wife before killing 
himself. It heard that Mrs McRae, 55, 
had been hit over the head with a per¬ 
fume bottle found at the scene. 

A suicide note left by Mr McRae 
revealed he had developed a ‘growing 
madness’ over Japanese knotweed, an 
invasive plant species which is notori¬ 
ously difficult to get rid of, he claimed 
was creeping onto their property from 
a neighbouring golf course. 

He was concerned it would make 
their house unsaleable in the future. 

A Domestic Homicide Review car¬ 
ried out by Sandwell Council said 
council support services could not 
have foreseen the deaths. 

It said: “The review found nothing 
to indicate that domestic abuse of any 
kind had taken place in the couple’s 
relationship previously.” 

The report stated his concerns 
about Japanese knotweed ‘did not ex¬ 
plain his extreme action and no rea¬ 
son was found to blame any party or 
agency contacted about it’. 

A Home Office panel judged the 
council’s review as adequate.

Warning is 
issued over 
impact of 
police cuts 

SHUTTING 28 police stations ‘is 
just the beginning’, according to Po¬ 
lice and Crime Commissioner David 
Jamieson in a stark warning about 
the impact of funding cuts. 

Five police bases in the Dudley bor¬ 
ough are among those at risk of the 
axe as part of the West Midlands Po¬ 
lice cuts. 

Dudley, Stourbridge, Halesowen, 
Kingswinford and Netherton will all 
be left without a police station if the 
plans go ahead. Tanhouse Centre in 
Great Barr is also due to shut. 

Scrutinising the cost-cutting plan, 
Mr Jamieson said the force would 
need to consider ‘very unattractive’ 
options in the coming years as gov¬ 
ernment cuts take hold. 

Mr Jamieson, said: “This reduction 
is driven largely by reducing budg¬ 
ets which means reducing numbers 
of staff and therefore we need fewer 
places to put them. 

“We are only half way through the 
changes that need to take place. These 
28 are just the beginning. In years to 
come we will be looking even more at 
the building stock.” 

Shutting the bases will reduce the 
force’s overall estate by 10 per cent - 
but a 45 percent reduction is targeted 
by 2020. 

Bosses have revealed 68 buildings 
will go over the next five years saving 
around £9 million per year. 

Speaking at a meeting of the Strate¬ 
gic Policing and Crime Board, Deputy 
Chief Constable Dave Thompson said 
there would be no impact on public 
safety as a result of the closures. 

Uninsured driver 
in 'freeman' claim 

AN uninsured driver who tried avoid¬ 
ing punishment by claiming he was a 
‘freeman of the land’ has been jailed. 

Mandeep Sandhu, aged 29, was 
pulled over by police in Birmingham 
Road, Smethwick after being spotted 
behind the wheel of a Vauxhall Astra 
police systems showed was insured to 
a woman. 

When asked to confirm his details 
he told officers from West Midlands 
Police he was part of a ‘freeman of 
the land’ movement that stopped him 
talking to cops. 

He refused to co-operate with War- 
ley magistrates on October 1 and was 
jailed for 14 days for contemptt. 

Sandhu, of Dudley Road East, Tiv- 
idale, was also ordered to pay £330 
in fines and costs and had six points 
added to his licence.

Shootings survivor Owen tells of ordeal 


A TEENAGER from the Black Country who sur¬ 
vived the Tunisia beach shootings in which his 
brother, uncle and grandfather were all killed has 
spoken for the first time of his ordeal. 

Owen Richards, aged 16, from Wednesbury, was 
on a family holiday in June when Seifeddine Rezgui 
opened fire on tourists. 

His brother Joel Richards, uncle Adrian Evans 
and grandfather Patrick Evans were among the 30 
Britons who were killed. 

The courageous student said: “When people moan 
about stuff, you think ‘just shut up’. It makes you 
realise what’s important.” 

Owen remains in contact with other survivors 
who he met in hospital in Tunisia. 

Naomi Wearing, 18, from Blackburn and Lucy 
Pettit, 23, from Slough, say he has helped them 
through continuing hospital treatment back in the 
UK, keeping in touch and offering encouragement, 
helping them in their recovery. 

Owen, who turned 16 just a month before the at¬ 
tack and recently started sixth form at Stuart Ba¬ 
thurst RC High School and College in Wednesbury, 
said: “I was the youngest person involved.

“Lucy and Naomi were the closest in age group 
to me. We met in hospital in Tunisia and kept in 
touch when we got home, texting and messaging 
each other regularly. We can relate to each other 
and what we went through in a way that people who 
weren’t there cannot.” 

Owen and Joel, 19, had been treated to the holi¬ 


day as a reward for working so hard for their exams. 
Owen was aiming to get back in time for his school 
prom; Joel, a promising footballer and referee, was 
going out to Hungary to officiate some matches; 
then they were looking forward to a holiday with 
their mother Suzanne. 

She recalled the moment she received the phone 
call from her son. “That morning everything had 
been normal. Then there was that one phone call 
and everything changed,” she said. 

“It happened so quickly. Owen was using some¬ 
one else’s phone so he couldn’t speak for long. I 
could hardly believe what he was saying. But I put 
the TV on and realised it was real. 

“I’m so glad Owen rang and that I found out from 
him rather than just hearing about it on the news. 
Otherwise I wouldn’t have known if he was OK. 

“I felt so helpless because I was so far away. 

“Owen was 16 and he was on his own. He’d only 
got Lucy and Naomi with him. 

“When I reached him, we had lots of hugs and 
tears, it was such a relief to get to him.” 

“Owen misses his brother. He looked up to him 
for everything. They had a fantastic relationship.” 


Phoenix is to rise as 
new licence granted 

A PUB which lost its licence after more 
than 100 cannabis plants were found is to 
open as a totally new venue after different 
people took over the site. 

Sandwell Council has granted a premises licence for 
the new pub to open at Phoenix House, Castle Street,

who told councillors they planned to have the new 
venue up-and-running as soon as possible. 

The site was previously known as the Laffin Few. 

Committee members were told police carrying out 
routine checks last October police had discovered 110 
cannabis plants, worth around £5,000. The licence had 
been surrendered three days later. 

Mr Phalwant Singh said they had been working hard 
to ‘clean up the mess’ the previous licence holders had 
left at the site. 

Police were originally concerned the application 
asked for alcohol to be served right up until closing 
time. But this was amended so drinks will instead stop 

shuts. 


There was also a concern about a request allowing 
live music at the venue to be played from noon until 
lam on Friday and Saturdays. As part of the conditions 
of the licence, members of the panel amended this so 
music can be played until 12.30am. 

Mr Singh said the only reason they had requested live 
music form part of the licence was because the venue 
had a function hall which would be used for events. 

“Our main focus with this pub is to serve food and 
drink,” he said. 

“That is the main objective of what we want to do. We 
want to be a good neighbour to people in the area.

Dialect experts 
from around the country will be sharing their 
traditions and taking part in competitions and 
entertainment at Wednesbury Town Hall, 
featuring the first official Poet Laureate of 
Wednesbury, Brendan Hawthorne. The fes¬ 
tivities kicked off last week, with a play, An 
Ox’s Tail, which was performed by its author, 
Walsall poet, and solicitor, Ian Henery. 

Brendan says: “The richness of language 
is to be celebrated and what better stage 


than the recently refurbished Town Hall in 
Wednesbury. We have a line-up of Black Coun¬ 
try-based entertainment on Friday, starting 
at 7pm. We have competitions, followed by an 
evening of national entertainment on Satur¬ 
day from 10am until 10pm and a guided walk 
on Sunday morning with local historian Ian 
Bott, meeting at 9.30am at Wednesbury Town 
Hall. Come along it’ll be hostin’.” 

National Dialect Day began over 10 years 
ago by the then Chairman of the Lancashire 
Society Sid Calderbank who enjoyed travelling 
around the country performing Lancashire di¬ 


alect songs and stories. Other dialect enthusi¬ 
asts showed an interest and got involved and it 
became and annual event. Now extended to a 
weekend it travels round the country celebrat¬ 
ing the best of Britain’s dialects. As a precur¬ 
sor to the weekend, Brendan organised three 
events under the title A Street Full of Dialect 
at Wednesbury Library, looking at dialects 
from further afield. 

The first was last Wednesday and involved 
Chinese dance, literature and songs performed 
in Mandarin and Cantonese by the Chinese 
Community Centre of Birmingham, with ex¬ 


tracts of the play An Ox’s Tail. The weekend 
itself will features the best Black Country fit- 
tie - faggots and peas, ‘grey paes un baercon’ 
with a vegetarian option if pre-ordered. 

There will be a presentation on ‘The Mer¬ 
cian Tung’ and a trophy for the best piece of 
writing in the Black Country dialect.It’s 18 
years since Dudley Council decided to lighten 
the mood for drivers caught in the roadworks 
at Castle Gate with a sign that said: “If yowm 
saft enuff ter cum dahn ‘ere agooin wum, yowr 
tay ull be spile’t!!” 

It didn’t really matter that anyone visiting 
from almost anywhere else in the country 
wouldn’t have had a clue what it meant. 

The thing about the Black Country dialect 
is that we’ve always known what it is we’re 
saying, even if no-one else does. 

Now at least, on home turf, we can pit our¬ 
selves against the pretenders who claim theirs 
is the best dialect in Britain. 

We know we’m hostin’, now it’s toime to 
shew it aer kid.

Chapatti oven 
drugs woman 
gets 12 years 

A WOMAN who was part of a gang 
who tried to smuggle heroin worth 
£1.9m into the UK inside a chapatti 
oven has been jailed for 12 years. 

Kulwinder El Assad from Tipton 
was sent to prison alongside Moham¬ 
med Aslam Khan, aged 61, from Asht- 
on-Under-Lyne and Arbab Akhtar, 29, 
from Blackburn. 

El Assad, 40, of Beaumont Close, 
was found guilty of conspiring to im¬ 
port Class A drugs after a four-day 
trial at Leeds Crown Court. 

The other two men admitted con¬ 
spiring to import Class A drugs. Khan 
and Akhtar were jailed for eight and 
six years respectively. 

National Crime Agency investiga¬ 
tors were called in on March 26, last 
year, after Border Force officers at 
Leeds Bradford Airport opened an 
unclaimed package. Inside they dis¬ 
covered the oven, which contained 
almost 13 kilos of heroin.

PROTECTORS of a park have 
called for action after fly-tip¬ 
pers dumped a massive 
amount of rubbish outside it. 

Bin bags, wood, plastic, a cup¬ 
board and other waste has been 
dumped at the side of the road 
next to Black Patch Park in 
Smethwick. 

Frustrated campaigners say the 
park in Foundry Lane, which is 
thought to have been the birthplace of 
Charlie Chaplin, is often a target for 
fly-tippers due to its secluded location 
away from homes. 

Sandwell Council was criticised in 
August for failing to clear rubbish 
from the park that was left behind by 
travellers in time for a prestigious visit 
from Chaplin’s son Michael. 

He was forced to trudge through 
litter while making his way to unveil 
a new park monument. Visitors from 
the area said they were ‘ashamed’ to 
see such an esteemed guest having to 
dodge bin bags and bottles. 

Battle 

Travellers have regularly pitched 
up on the park, and with mess they 
have left behind combined with the 
actions of inconsiderate fly-tippers it 
has left the park looking like a tip, say 
residents. The Friends of Black Patch 
Park group said it has been fighting a 
losing battle to try and make the park 
tidier. The group often leads litter 
picking sessions but they say the rub¬ 
bish quickly reappears. 

Founder member Simon Badde- 
ley said: “Unfortunately almost any 
urban green space will end up like this 
if it is neglected. It’s very sad but it 
has been going on for a long time as 
nobody opens their windows onto that 
park - there are no homes there. There 
is great interest in the park because of 
its history but there is no local popu¬ 
lation to make a fuss. The travellers 


always get the blame but this is mem¬ 
bers of the general public. It is dread¬ 
fully depressing to see it like that.” 

Soho and Victoria Police said on its 
Twitter account that fly-tipping at the 
park would ‘not be tolerated’. 

Rumours that silent film star Chap¬ 
lin was born at the park were fuelled 
by the surprise visit of his son Michael, 
who flew in from the south of France. 
The 69-year-old took the wraps off a 
new monument which honoured the 
Romany gipsies that lived in the park 
more than a century ago and their 


space. 

Mr Baddeley said he fears the park 
could become a ‘lost opportunity’ if the 
situation is not addressed. 

Last month it was reported in 
Sandwell there were 3,830 reports in 
2014 - up 55 per cent from 2,462 three 
years before. And the cost has rocketed 
from £146,516 in 2012 to £236,015 in 
2014. Council bosses said that the 
issue was a ‘huge problem’ for author¬ 
ities across the Black Country but they 
were working hard to tackle the issue.

Councils back campaign 
to keep hedghogs safe 


SANDWELL and Dudley 
council have pledged to sup¬ 
port campaigners in their ef¬ 
fort to protect hedgehogs. 

Willows Hedgehog Rescue, dedi¬ 
cated to rehabilitation and release 
of native European Hedgehogs, 
has joined forces with councils to 
raise awareness of the dangers 
that brush cutters and ‘strim- 
mers’ can pose to the animals. 

Many hundreds of hedgehogs every 
year are seriously injured, sometimes 
fatally by the use of line trimmers or 
‘strimmers’ and many hundreds of 
hoglets (young hedgehogs) are also or¬ 
phaned by gardening activities where 
the sow hedgehog is either killed, in¬ 
jured or disturbed to the extent that 
she abandons her young. 

Darren Jones, from Sandwell 
Council’s grounds maintenance, said: 
“Sandwell Council’s grounds main¬ 
tenance department is committed to 
safeguarding wildlife within the bor¬ 
ough.

“We no longer apply weedkiller to or 
strim the base of our hedgerows. We 
also restrict the cutting back of hedge¬ 
rows and shrubs to times outside the 
nesting bird season.” 

Councillor Hilary Bills, cabinet 
member for environmental services, 
for Dudley Council said: “During our 
extensive green care work across the 
borough we always take account of all 
wildlife habitat and their safety. We 
are happy to help Willows to highlight 
this important issue.” 

Awareness literature and posters 
have been provided to the councils 
joining with helping raise awareness 
along with a wildlife aware warning 
triangle that will be fitted to all line 
and brush cutters in use. 

Jayne Lawrence from Willows said: 
“Councils are large scale users of 


The ground care team, at Sandwel

strimming equipment and maintain 
large expanses of hedgerow and verges 
in and around our towns and cities. 
These areas provide important habitat 
for hedgehogs and while leaving areas 
wild is preferable for wildlife where 
they do need to be cut operators need 
to be aware of the potential danger for 
wildlife if the area is not checked first. 

“We are extremely grateful to the 
organisations that are working along¬ 
side us and we hope with both these 
and the manufacturers help we can 
have a positive impact on reducing 
avoidable strimming injuries to wild¬ 
life and hedgehogs,” said Jayne. 

Earlier this year, Willows contacted 
as many line trimmer and brush cutter

manufacturers as they could asking 
them to include awareness informa¬ 
tion in manuals and to include a wild¬ 
life warning triangle on the products. 

Among the manufacturers which 
replied, were Stihl GB, Bosch UK and 
Makita UK. Unfortunately, none said 
they felt able to be able to implement 
these seemingly simple changes. But 
they did join with Willows in raising 
awareness through social media and 
Makita through newsletters and bro¬ 
chures.

‘DARLASTON Dart’ Mark 
Lewis-Francis is already aim¬ 
ing to break records just five 
weeks into his new sporting 
venture as a member of the 
British bobsleigh squad. 

The Smethwick-born sprinter, who 
was part of the 4x100m relay team 
that stunningly claimed gold in the 
2004 Athens Olympics, has been train¬ 
ing at the bobsleigh headquarters at 
Bath University and holds high hopes 
on ice. The next Winter Olympics, to 
be held in 2018 in South Korea, are a 
realistic aim, said Lewis-Francis. 


He said: “I wouldn’t be the first 
to compete at both but if I make the 
Olympic team and we win a medal 
then I’ll be first British athlete to 
achieve a summer and a winter medal. 

“So for me that’s definitely on 
the cards. It’s a goal and a possible 
achievement. If I can help these guys 
get down the slope in one piece and in 
a quick time then I’m all for it.” 

The 33-year-old, who trains twice 
a week in Bath, is still a member of 
Birchfield Harriers and trains regu¬ 
larly at The Alexandra Stadium where 
he refuses to let go of a dream return 
to the summer Olympic sprinting 
squad. “Moving forward onto 2016 


and I’m in a good place. I’ve got the 
support of physios who will keep me 
injury-free. I’ve got a speed team that 
I can work with,” he added. 

“We’ve got back from Switzerland 
where we were training last week and 
it was my first ever two-man push. You 
just don’t realise how fast that thing 
moves - it’s a good job my legs can still 
move to jump in there! 

After suffering niggling injuries over 
the last couple of seasons, the Birch¬ 
field Harrier revealed the change in 
scenery is like a breath of fresh air. 

Lewis-Francis said: “It’s a great ex¬ 
perience I almost feel as though I’m 14 
again starting a brand new sport. ”

Ice rink sliding 
into more delays 

THE developer behind plans for a huge ice 
rink in West Bromwich has admitted the 
scheme has suffered further delays. 

However, Planet Ice insists plans to build 
the facility on the site of the derelict Queens 
Square car park are ‘not dead’. 

The firm is currently in discussions with 
Sandwell Council and Planet Ice chief exec¬ 
utive Mike Petrouis said progress was being 
made. 

Plans for the rink first emerged two years 
ago and bosses originally hoped it would be 
up and running by spring this year. 

However, the prospective opening date 
has since been pushed back to the end of 
2016. 

Mr Petrouis said it was not unusual for 
major planning applications to take a long 
time to be processed. 

He said: “It’s progressing, it’s not dead. 

“One we worked on in Leeds took seven 
years to eventually get planning, although 
I’m not expecting it to take that long.” 


Lorry driver cleared of 
causing motorist’s death 


A LORRY driver who hit a car 
as he pulled in after over¬ 
taking on the motorway has 
been cleared of responsibili¬ 
ty for a motorist’s death. 

George Carr, aged 64, had denied 
causing Tividale 25-year-old Alex 
Butwell’s death on the M40 in south 
Warwickshire in March last year by 
dangerous driving. 

The charge was reduced to one of 
causing death by careless driving fol¬ 
lowing legal submissions during his 
trial at Warwick Crown Court. 

And after deliberating for just an 
hour and 20 minutes the jury unani¬ 


mously found Carr, of Digby, Lincoln¬ 
shire, not guilty of that charge. 

The jury had heard that that in the 
early hours of March 23 last year Mr 
Butwell was among a group of enthu¬ 
siasts heading to a car show at the 
Santa Pod raceway. 

Mr Butwell was in his white VW 
Polo with his girlfriend Rachel Craw¬ 
ford in the front passenger seat and a 
friend, Ashley Gibson, in the back. 

After meeting other people at War¬ 
wick Services on the M40, they con¬ 
tinued south, with Carr, who worked 
for poultry suppliers Moy Park, was 
also heading south in his refrigerated 
truck to make a delivery in Banbury 


when he came up behind the convoy. 
He pulled out to overtake the line of 
cars, but as he pulled back in, he ‘set 
off a chain of events which led to the 
death of Alex Butwell,’ said prosecutor 
Stefan Kolodynski. 

The nearside step of the HGV’s cab 
hit the Polo, sending it spinning in 
front of the lorry which then shunted 
it along before it was thrown into the 
central Arnco barrier. 

Dazed Mr Butwell had gone to the 
rear of the car where he was struck 
and killed by a BMW which had pulled 
into the fast lane after seeing the con¬ 
voy on the hard shoulder with their 
hazard lights on.

Hospital to get 
extra parking 

HEALTH bosses have announced dozens 
of extra parking spaces will be created at 
Rowley Regis Hospital. 

They hope the move will help to ease 
the strain on patients and nearby resi¬ 
dents. 

Sandwell and West Birmingham Hos¬ 
pitals NHS Trust, which runs the site, 
wants to create a new staff car park with 
up to 50 spots on land at the back of the 
hospital, off Moor Lane. 

It will free up existing spaces to be used 
by hospital users, who were clogging up 
surrounding roads at busy times. 

It’s part of a £2million revamp of the 
hospital which follows a public consulta¬ 
tion held earlier this year. 

The car park has around 110 spaces 
available. Project manager Paul Scott said 
making further car parking spaces availa¬ 
ble would improve access to the site.

Petition signed over 
site for travellers 

MORE than 2,500 people have signed a petition against 
plans for permanent travellers’ site in Darlaston. The next 
plan of action will be discussed at a public meeting. 

The old Darlaston Multi-Purpose Centre site had been 
earmarked by Walsall Council to become a permanent 
site for travellers. But residents have raised concerns that 
there could be issues with litter and anti-social behaviour. 

Hundreds of residents opposing the plans attended a 
public meeting last month and a petition was launched.

it being based on the Ring¬ 
way for four years. 

At present the car park 
only facilitates homeware 
retailer B&M, with the for¬ 
mer post office building also 
laying empty for more than 
two years. 

While under The Farley 
Centre leaseholder, custom¬ 
ers were charged £2 for a 
stay of two hours, but would 
get a full refund if spending 
more than £5 in Morrisons. 

However, if charges are 
to be enforced by Sandwell 
Council then rates will start 
from 80p for one hour to £4 
for more than four hours.

“If the receiver does not 
respond we will step in and 
exercise forfeiture rights so 
we are able to tidy it up and 
run it,” she added.

A £5.2 million project to restore Lightwoods House and 
Park, which ground to a halt three months ago after the 
contractor went into administration, has this week restart¬ 
ed. Work got back under way on Monday. 

It comes after the Heritage Lottery Fund agreed to trans¬ 
fer the contract to new construction company HB&C. 

The project had been on hold following the collapse of 
contractor Fairhurst Ward Abbots in June.

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Primary school could move 
to tackle shortage of places 


A PRIMARY school offering 420 places and a nursery will re¬ 
place the smallest school in Sandwell, under ambitious new 
plans. 

Sacred Heart Primary will move from its current base in Victoria 
Road, Tipton, to the purpose-built building within half a mile off Sedg- 
ley Road East. The school would occupy a site the size of nearly two 
football pitches next to the Coneygre Youth Arts Centre. 

Proposals submitted to Sandwell 


Scheme helps 
young people 
to find work 

MORE than 260 jobs have now been 
created for young people in Sandwell 
since the launch of a £1 million 
scheme 12 months ago. 

The Sandwell Guarantee aims to 
find paid work or training for at least 
six months for 4,000 people in the 
16-24 age bracket. 

Since September last year, a total of 
269 young people have been supported 
into employment or apprenticeships. 
Some 400 work placements have also 
been made available and help has 
been given to dozens of others who 
have gone onto training, college, uni¬ 
versity and employment opportunities 
advertised elsewhere. 

The council works with organisa¬ 
tions such as Job Centre Plus, schools, 
colleges and the voluntary sector to 
get young people on board. 

Director for regeneration and econ¬ 
omy Nick Bubalo said: “The Sandwell 
Guarantee puts into action this ethos 
of a council-wide response to getting 
young people into employment.” 


Council say the new school - which 
could open from October 2016 - will 
tackle a shortage of local primary 
school places. 

Sacred Heart headteacher Melanie 
Gee said: “Having a purpose-built 
state-of-the-art school will be great for 
children and the local community. 

“We will be able to offer places to 
more than 300 more children. If plan¬ 
ning permission is given we plan to 
start on-site in January 2016 with an 
anticipated completion date of mid-Oc¬ 
tober.” 


Statutory 


The existing site in Victoria Road 
is a small 1920s former church school 
deemed no longer fit for purpose by 
council chiefs. The school currently 
has 112 pupils. 

In June it was listed as one of four 
schools across the borough with an av¬ 
erage Key Stage One class above the 
statutory limit of 30. 

The new school would have 14 class¬ 
rooms, a nursery with 30 spaces, a 
multi-use games area and hard and 
soft play facilities. 

It would employ 53 full-time staff 
with a further four on a part-time 
basis. 

The council-run community centre 
would be unaffected by the scheme 
and be given an improved access drive. 

One staff member described the 
move as a ‘fantastic’ opportunity.

Country rockers

ALBUM REVIEWS

BLACK Country band EofE 
(so-called because the name 
East of Eden was already tak¬ 
en) are maturing nicely with a 
muscular rock sound on their 
eponymous album that could 
appeal to Slam Dunkers into 
the likes of You Me At Six. 

Originally EofE were a rather awk¬ 
ward-looking outfit pitched towards a 
pop audience, getting their first break 
supporting McBusted. 

I remember a bizarre mash up of 
Billie Jean with Smells Like Teen Spir¬ 
it at the LG Arena. But they’ve beefed 
up and their debut LP is aimed at an 
audience with real tattoos rather than 
wash-off tats. 

What they still miss, however, is a 
killer tune, though Y.O.U and Ruins 
come close. Dudley’s Tom Harris is a 
decent singer, the songs have good 
melodies and the guitars crash nicely. 
But this won’t be the breakthrough. 

Brummie rock legends Duran Duran 
return with their 14th studio album, Pa¬ 
per Gods, with a whole host of guest 
stars and a sound that is contemporary 
whilst also nodding to their 80s roots. 

It’s a patchy offering rather than a 
rip-roaring return to form but has bril¬ 
liant flashes of the old Duran Duran 
magic. 

These include synth and strings gem 
Face For Today and fine vocals by Si¬ 
mon Le Bon on What Are The Chances 
and The Universe Alone (hints of Ordi¬ 
nary World melancholy). 

The highly infectious single Pressure 
Off benefits from Nile Rodgers contrib¬ 
uting choppy Chic-style guitar, a vocal 
from Janelle Monae (her second great 


guest appearance after Paolo Nutini’s 
last album) and a liberal sprinkling of 
Mark Ronson’s Uptown Funk influence. 

Other guests include Kiesza on Last 
Night In The City and Lindsay Lohan 
on the dismal Danceophobia (it sounds 
like a title Peter Andre would come up 
with). But best female vocal comes 
from the band’s own backing singer 
Anna Ross, given a chance to shine 
alongside Le Bon on Butterfly Girl. 

Duran Duran return to their home city 
on December 4 for a gig at the Genting 
Arena. 

Essex band Nothing But Thieves 

have already got the stadium-ready 
rock anthems on their impressive 
self-titled debut and benefit from a 
barnstorming vocal performance from 
singer Conor Mason, whose emoting is 
on a par with Matt Bellamy. In fact the 
Southend lads supported Muse at their 
big Rome show. 

The fiery, yearning Itch shows the 
five-piece at their best while other 
highlights include slinky rocker Draw¬ 
ing Pins, the operatic Excuse Me, pus 
Painkiller and If I Get High. 

Check them out if you like Muse or 
Florence and the Machine, and catch 


them live at The Rainbow in Digbeth on 
October 28. Summer festival favourites 
Rudimental pack solid beats and have 
an awesome array of guest singers 
(from rising star Ella Eyre to reggae vet¬ 
eran Max Romeo) on We The Genera¬ 
tion but their second album lacks char¬ 
acter, sounding like a club compilation. 
Ed Sheeran provides highlights with 
Blood Stream and Lay It All On Me. 

New Order return with their first al¬ 
bum in ten years, Music Complete, 
having lost one member (bassist Peter 
Hook) and regained an old one (key¬ 
boardist Gillian Gilbert). The album 
has contributions from The Chemical 
Brothers, Iggy Pop, Brandon Flowers 
and La Roux’s Elly Jackson but that 
doesn’t dilute its New Order feel. 

Singularity hints at Joy Division dark¬ 
ness, People On The High Line recalls 
Hacienda hedonism and The Game is 
elegant electro-pop. New Order are in 
concert at Wolverhampton Civic Hall 
on November 24. 

Sheffield’s Richard Hawley returns 
to what he does best, mellow, moody 
and melancholy ballads with a 50s 
twang on Hollow Meadows. He’s at 
The Institute in Digbeth on October 27.

Anita and Me, Birmingham Rep 

FROM the Black Country 
to Bollywood. Meera SyaPs 
much-loved novel - and later 
film - translated to the stage 
at Birmingham Rep. 

Only a few days into its run the 
Sold Out signs were up. And there 
were no teething problems from 
the cast or setting either. 

Author Syal based the book on her 
experiences of growing up in only Pun¬ 
jabi family in the mining village of Ess- 
ington in the 70s, renamed Tollington 
for the purpose of her novel. 

Much of it she admits was fabricated 
and, although it’s clear some of it is 
embellished, the key context remains 
- the clash of cultures and the choice 
between one’s family and best friend, 
all this against the backdrop of casual 
racism and the threat of bulldozers 
ready for the onset of the motorway 
network. 

Wedge 

Significantly, it is about finding an 
identity and coming of age, and this 
Tanika Gupta adaptation expertly 
captures this. 

In seeking to become best friends 
with the poverty-stricken Anita, 
Meena loses sight of her middle-class 
educated, hard-working Indian up¬ 
bringing - which threatens to drive 
a wedge between her and her family. 
She is trying to fit in, but finds her¬ 
self having to make a key decision as 
events unfold. 

According to Syal’s original work, 
music played a big part in the the 
family’s 1970s household and that 
becomes significant in the stage ad¬ 


aptation, resulting in spontaneous 
sing-alongs and leading ultimately to 
the Bollywood-style finale - but all 
perfectly delivered. 

The chemistry between title char¬ 
acters Mandeep Dhillon (Meena) and 
Jalleh Aizadeh as Anita is clear for all 
to see, but it would be unfair to sin¬ 
gle out just those two from an accom¬ 
plished cast. Joseph Drake is excellent, 
even down to the local accent, as Sam 
Lowbridge. 

Meena’s parents Ayesha Dharker 
and Ameet Chana can take credit for 


their performances, while for me, Yas- 
min Wilde’s one particular solo scene 
as Namina, was one of the highlights 
of the whole performance. 

Fans of Phoenix Nights can also 
enjoy the performance of Barbara 
Nice, aka Janice Connolly. 

With comedy, hard-hitting and 
poignant scenes, it will make you 
laugh, it will make you think and has 
the potential to make you cry . 

Anita and Me runs at the Rep until 
October 24.

THERE are no six packs in 
this group, with the Fisher¬ 
man’s Friends you get the 
full barrel.

MEMORY LANE 


By Professor Carl Chinn 


IN early 2013, the Express & 
Star reported that Wolver¬ 
hampton had the second 
highest percentage of Sikh 
residents living in England. 

In total, nine per cent of the 
city’s 249,500 residents regarded 
themselves as Sikh, according to 
data released from the 2011 cen¬ 
sus, with only Slough having a 
higher percentage. 

Sikhs are also prominent in Smeth¬ 
wick, Birmingham and elsewhere, and 
they play a key role in the economic, 
social and cultural life of our region 
- as do Hindus. Their population in 
Wolverhampton is also higher than the 
England and Wales average, standing 
just under four per cent. 

Many Hindus originate from Guja¬ 
rat but came to the West Midlands in 
the 1970s from Uganda and Kenya, 
where they had been settled for dec¬ 
ades. However, like the Sikhs, other 
Hindus trace their roots to the Punjab. 

Following the Second World War, 
the 1948 British Nationality Act guar¬ 
anteed free right of entry to British 
subjects and Commonwealth Citizens. 

For much of the 1950s, it was mostly 
men and women from the West Indies

who took advantage of this oppor¬ 
tunity. It was during the 1960s that 
there was a marked increase in im¬ 
migration to the West Midlands from 
India and Pakistan. 

These hard-working young people 
played a vital role in the rebuilding of 
a war-ravaged Britain, settling in the 


Dudley Road and Blakenhall areas of 
Wolverhampton; Caldmore in Walsall; 
and in and around Smethwick town 
centre and its Cape Hill area. 

Wherever they lived, Indian immi¬ 
grants faced difficult conditions. Large 
Victorian houses were turned into 
lodging houses, sleeping sometimes as 
many as 15 or 16 friends or members 
of an extended family. 

One of the pioneers of this Indian 
migration was Bishan Dass, whose 
absorbing and inspirational life story 
has been set down in an important 
book called ‘Pride v Prejudice’. It is 
important because it is a rare account 
of a first-generation immigrant’s expe¬ 
riences. In particular his story of aspi¬ 
ration, endeavour and achievement is 
reflected in the stories of so many of 
the Hindus and Sikhs of Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, Walsall, Smethwick, Birmingham 
and elsewhere. 

The story of Bishan Dass has an¬ 
other importance, one which is more 
specific to him as a man and as a citi¬ 
zen. This is because his life highlights 
his constant battle against prejudice 
and for equality. He was born in 1942 


in a small village called Shaffipur in 
the Jalandhar district of the Punjab in 
India. It was a secluded small village 
with a population of around 300 peo¬ 
ple. Like millions of villagers in rural 
India the inhabitants were largely il¬ 
literate. Bishan writes passionately, 
powerfully and persuasively about the 
discrimination: “The so-called Un¬ 
touchables saw no end to their humili¬ 
ation and suffering at the hands of the 
upper caste Hindus. 

Upbringing 

“They had no right to education, 
could not buy land or other property, 
could not worship God, or even take 
drinking water from the same wells, 
and they were subjected to live in ghet- 
toes like scavengers.” 

Bishan’s lifelong fight against the 
evils of prejudice and discrimination 
is rooted in his upbringing. He was 
the second of 10 children to Jagat 
Ram Bains, ‘a landless farmer and a 
very muscular hard working and de¬ 
termined man’, and Partapi Bains, 
who was ‘one of the best caring and 
hard working mothers in the whole 


world’.Despite the hardships they 
faced, Bishan’s parents ensured that 
he went to primary school and then 
high school. Both were about four 
miles away, and the youngster had to 
walk there and back. Even at school 
he ‘endured some incidents of caste 
prejudice and personal humiliation’ 
but despite this he passed his matric¬ 
ulation exams with a convincing first 
division.There was great excitement 
when Bishan passed his degree in 
1963. “I was the first person from the 
whole village who had attained such a 
high accolade,” he says. 

Bishan now set his mind on contin¬ 
uing his studies in England. He and 
two friends applied to the British em¬ 
bassy in New Delhi for an employment 
voucher and within a few weeks the 
documentation had arrived. 

On November 29, 1963, he flew out 
to Heathrow: “The only contact I had 
was an address of a distant relative 
whom I had never met and was living 
in Wolverhampton.” 

Picked up with five others by an 
unofficial taxi driver, Bishan “started 
on a long journey on a cold, dark rainy 


evening, dropping us one by one in dif¬ 
ferent towns and cities. I was the last 
one to be dropped off and we arrived in 
Wolverhampton at about 9.30pm. The 
driver knocked at the door of a dimly 
lit terrace house in Lesley Road in 
the Heath Town area. A short woman 
about four feet tall opened the door’. 

So began the life of Bishan Dass in 
Wolverhampton. A remarkable and in¬ 
spirational man, he has given much to 
the city through his work and political 
activity. While working at the Wednes- 
bury Tube Company in Bilston from 
1972, he was appointed shop steward 
for the Transport & General Work¬ 
ers Union and three years later was 
elected to the council. He was elected 
mayor of Wolverhampton in 1986. He 
says: “I am proud to be associated with 
and to be living in this city over the 
last more than half a century. I regard 
myself a true Wulfrunian.”

Not one to go without my creature com¬ 
forts for long, the toilet and shower block 
was certainly five star with underfloor 
heating and touch point showers. It also 
has family bathrooms and a laundry. The 
facilities were immaculate. 

The weather for the whole weekend was 
glorious, but it was the end of September 
and I think seasoned campers would have 
taken a few extra woollies for the evening. 

With a visit to Crealy Meadows, near Ex¬ 
eter, you also get access to Devon’s Crealy 
Great Adventure Park next door through a 
secret door.

A life changing event 
awaits the citizens 


E ven the mighty Coen brothers 
couldn’t have foreseen the 
success of Fargo when it was 
released back in 1996. 

It was a huge hit, won brothers Joel 
and Ethan an Oscar for Best Original 
Screenplay, and Joel’s wife Frances 
McDormand picked up a statuette for 
her performance as pregnant 
Minnesota police chief Marge 
Gunderson, who is on the trail of two 
killers. 

Eighteen years later, writer Noah 
Hawley used the film as inspiration for 
a 10-part quirky crime drama which 
starred Billy Bob Thornton, Colin 
Hanks and Martin Freeman, although 
it was Allison Tolman who stole the 
show as Molly Solverson who, like 
Marge, is a state trooper. 

The character pops up as a four- 
year-old child in the new series, which 
acts as a kind of prequel to its 
predecessor. At the centre of the story 
is Molly’s dad Lou, who was originally 
played by Keith Carradine; here, 

Patrick Wilson assumes the role. 

The story is set in 1979 and Lou is a 
Vietnam veteran now working as a 


state police officer who, along with his 
father-in-law, Sheriff Hank Larsson, is 
investigating the links between a crime 
gang and a major Mob syndicate. 

Wilson is joined on screen by Kirsten 
Dunst and Nick Offerman, while Bruce 
Campbell makes an unmissable 
appearance as US presidential 
candidate Ronald Reagan. 

But perhaps the biggest draw is Ted 
Danson, who plays Hank, and wasn’t 
sure about taking the role. 

‘To be honest, I hadn’t watched the 
first season,” he says, somewhat 
sheepishly. “My kids all kept saying 
‘No, no, no, no, no, you’ve gotta watch 
this!’And I continued to resist, for 
some reason. 

“But then, towards the last month of 
doing CSI last year, there was an offer, 
so I immediately devoured the whole 
thing in about two days. Halfway into 
the first episode I was just totally 
hooked by the characters, the writing, 
the acting. 

‘The whole mood of it was so 
fascinating to me, and it definitely 
captured the spirit of the Coens, and 
then just took off on its own track. 


Then I had a phone call with Noah. 
The part wasn’t that large when I read 
it, and I kept saying ‘Gee, is there 
enough for me to sink my teeth into?’ 
but he remained very mysterious...” 

Danson sports an impressive beard 
throughout, and it was all his own - 
although he and his wife, Mary 
Steenburgen, weren’t so thrilled by it. 

“We both went, ‘looks good, feels 
like crap!”’ he laughs. “I couldn’t wait to 
get rid of it. I liked how it looked, but it 
was like trying to kiss through a burlap 
sack.” 

So, instead of focusing on facial hair, 
Danson would prefer people tuned in 
to see what promises to be one of 
2015’s best shows. 

“It has that same Fargo tone, but it’s 
also completely different,” he explains. 
“It has the same thing - ‘How can I be 
smiling and grimacing at the same 
time through all the violence?’ 

“You still get to know the characters 
so well because of the leisurely pace. 
But you really get stuck into a different 
world - you really do time-travel back 
to the late 70s. And it does really have 
a unique voice.”

stylish 
class act

A car’s styling is, to a great extent, a matter of 
personal choice: you love it, hate it or are left 
completely unmoved. 

For me, the DS5 comes in that first category and 
that applies particularly to the car’s interior - a mix 
of exclusive club lounge and aircraft cockpit. It’s a 
pleasant, even exciting, place to be even before you 
press the starter button. 

I’ve been trying self-analysis with regard to this response. 
Is it just different, and new (as any car can be) or is there a 
hint of repressed nostalgia for that iconic French motor of 
the 50s and 60s, the Citroen DS? 

To me that legendary motor, while not without its issues, 
was a real innovator: space age looks yet a world away 
from the winged wonders inspired by American cars of that 
era. Plus it pioneered innovative features such as hydraulic 
self-levelling suspension and directional headlights. 

Now DS Automobiles is a stand-alone premium brand 
under the Citroen umbrella. Like Toyota with Lexus and Nis¬ 
san with Infiniti, such a rebranding of flagship models is un¬ 
doubtedly a sensible way of breaking the badge domination 
of the premium German brands, and Jaguar, in this sector. 

The DS5 tested - Presitige Blue 180bhp version - at 
£32,040 is a prime example, a big, smooth and economical 
car oozing Gallic style which will certainly make its driver 
stand out from the crowd in the company car park. No, I 
can’t say it looks like the original DS, but as you pass an eye 
over its sleek lines there are hints which stir memories for 
car fans of a certain age. But inside it is thoroughly modern, 
and unique: vive la difference, one might say. 

There’s the crystal clear virtual instrument display in front 
of the driver, while at his side is a high centre console (no, 
not a transmission tunnel as it’s front wheel drive) which 
means the array of switches and gear change level fall easily 
to hand, just in the right place. All switches are big and solid, 
with chromed rims. 

Overhead there are front and rear sun roofs (with elec¬ 
trically controlled blinds) which makes the cabin feel light 
and airy, and give an impression that its even bigger than 
it actually is - in fact the DS5 will seat five adults in comfort. 

In front, the sun roof is split into two (both can be opened 
and closed individually) divided by an aircraft style roof con¬ 
sole, housing more toggle switches and controls. The seats 
themselves are superbly shaped, well-padded leather and 
multi-adjustable - some of the most comfortable I can recall. 

There is a seven-inch touch screen in the centre of the 
dashboard, controlling satnav, audio, trip computer and 
a range of other vehicle functions, plus a steering wheel 
with remote controls. Dual zone automatic climate control, 
noise-reducing window glass and an upmarket sound sys¬ 
tem are also part of the luxury package, 

Linder the bonnet there’s a two-litre turbo diesel, turning 
out 180bhp and a whopping 400Nm of torque which is a 
good combination for smooth, swift progress, with good 
response at low revs, It’s quiet, too, rarely raising its voice 
above a whisper and the ride is particularly supple and com¬ 
fortable, a true descendant of the DS philosophy. 

Its vital statistics are 0 to 62mph in 9.9 seconds, official 
average fuel consumption of 64.2mpg and (for a car of this 
size) an impressively low and tax-efficient C02 rating of 
114g/km. 

The six-speed torque converter automatic gear box does 
its job well enough although it isn’t perhaps as responsive 
as some of the latest dual clutch systems if you’re pushing 
on. But then I’m not sure if this is part of the DS5’s charac¬ 
ter: it’s a car which seems more about the smooth, relaxed 
covering of distance rather than the traffic lights grand prix. 

There’s a long list of standard equipment, including cruise 
control front and rear parking sensors, rear parking camera, 
stability control, emergency brake assist, hill start assist, au¬ 
tomatic headlights, and door mirrors with kerb lighting. 

The other DS5 in Prestige Blue trim is the 2.0 litre six- 
speed manual, 150bhp model which starts from £29,560. 
The range has a three year. 60,000 mile warranty. 

The DS5 is a class act, offering a blend of performance 
with economy and tax efficiency. You could say many new 
cars do that - and that’s true, but in the DS you do it in style, 
and dare to be different.

RELISHING his unique coaching role that 
spans Albion’s first team, the under-21s, 
and the under-18s, Darren Moore reck¬ 
ons he has the solution for the ‘academy 
problem’.

“To actually go and play physically against those 
teams, I think that would create a replica,” said 
Moore. “That way a lot of the under-21s league would 
probably keep more of their better players in to keep 
those top two spots. Going all the way to a Wembley 
final with the kids, what better way to replicate it? 

“The under-21s league will return back to what it 
used to be, which was really competitive football. I 
think we’ve lost a little bit of the edge by trying to 
replicate it, but we’re missing something in between.
